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India Pleads 
For Easy 


Credit Terms; 
Talks Open 


Japan and India started nego- 
tiations in Tokyo yesterday on 
the ¥18,000 million yen credits 
pledged by Prime Minister Nobu- 
suke Kishi when Prime Minister 
Jawaharlal Nehru visited this 
country last fall. 


The two-hour session was held 
at the Foreign Office from 3 p.m. 


The Indian delegation was 
headed by K. B. Lall, joint Sec- 
retary of the Commerce and 
Consumer Industries Ministries, 
end Japan's by Nobuhiko Ushiba, 
director of the Foreign Minis- 
try’s Economic Affairs Bureau. 


The Indian delegation ex- 
pressed confidence that the 
Japanese credits would help pro- 
vate economic relations be- 
tween the two countries. At 
the same time, however, India 
hoped that the credits would 
be granted on better conditions 
than is the case with credits 
currently being extended to In- 
dia by other countries. 


The Japanese delegation stat- 
ed that Japan would do its ut- 
most to meet the expectations 
ef india, aithough the amount 
Japan could afford might fall 
short of Indian requirements, 


Observers yesterday said it 
appears that the Indian side ex- 
pects to obtain the credits under 
more favorable conditions than 
the Japanese have envisaged. 
And this will be the focal point 
im the negotiations. 

The outline of the Japenese 
credit plan is: 

1. To extend credits totaling 
¥18,000 million over a_ three- 
yéar period; 

2. To grant half of the 
amount to the Indian Govern- 
ment or the Central Bank of 
India as Government credits, 
and the remaining half as com- 
mercial loans on a deferred pay- 
ment basis through the Japan 
#&xXport-Import Bank. 

3. India to start redeeming 
the Government credits after 
three years with full payment 
over a period of 10.vears. The 
interest rate would be approxi- 
mately equal to that of the 
World Bank (5.7 per cent per 
annum), 

4. To offer, for the initial 
year, ¥5,000 million on a fifty- 
lifty basis for Government and 
conimercial credits. 

The delegations were schedul- 
ed to discuss’ a commerce and 
Navigation treaty today and 
again tackle the credit questions 
tomorrow, 

At yesterday's meeting the 
Japanese delegation also includ- 
ed Toshihiko Sakai, director of 
the Foreign Exchange Bureau of 
the Finance Ministry, and Tai- 
ichiro Matsuo, director of the 
international Trade Bureau of 
the Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry, 

India’s three-man delegation 
was accompanied by Indian Am- 
bassador to Japan C. 8. Jha and 
D. Hejmadi, first secretary of 
the embassy. 


France Will Lend 
India $47 Million 


PARIS (AP)—French Govern- 
ment sources said Tuesday an 
agreement calling for some 20 
billion frances ($47,600,000) in 
credits for India is expected to 
be signed in New Delhi this 
week. 

‘The sources said that negotia- 
tions between the French and 
Indians are coming to a close 
in ig age and that the ac- 
cord wiil probably be signed 
there Thursday. 

Details of the pending agree- 
ment were not disclosed. But 
a Government spokesman told 
a reporter that New Delhi re- 
ports setting the total figure at 
20. billion francs “were just 
about correct.” ,

U.S. to Release 
Nii Air Base 

The Ufs. Air Base in 
Niigata will be returned to 
Japan shortly, Kentaro Ue- 
mura, director general of the 
Procurement Agency reveal- 
ed yesterday. 

He told a press confer- 
ence that the U.S. Forces 
last year virtually stopped 
using the airfield, 

Although no official no- 
tice on the return of the 
airfield has been received 
as yet, Uemura believed the 
facilities would be releas- 
ed about March. 

The Niigata Air Base was 
one of five U.S. airfields in 
Japan earmarked for ex- 
pansion at the request of 
the U.S. Forces, The other 
four bases are at Tachi- 
kawa, Yokota, Komaki and 
Kisarazu. 

Plans to enlarge the Nii- 
gata airfield, however, had 
not been progressing  be- 
cause of the strong opposi- 
tion movement of iocal re- 
sidents. 

Spokesmen. for the U.S. 
Sth Air Force Headquarters 
had no immediate comment 
on Uermura’s staternent, but 
an official acknowledged 
that release of Niigata has 
been under study. 


U.S. Plane Down

AUCKLAND (AP)—A_ U5. 
Navy Dakota plane was forced 
down with engine-failure in the 
wastes of Antarctica Tuesday, 
while on its way to the South 
Pole, it was reported from 
Scott Base. 

The plane was on its way to 
pick up two members of the 
British Commonwealth  trans- 
Antarctic expedition and their 
iS -huskey dogs. The party, led 
by Dr. Vivian Fuchs, reached 
the Pole early Monday, 

A U.S, plane is being sent to 
the downed plane with repair 
gear, the Scott Base report said. 

It was reported that the skis 
on the downed Dakota were 
damaged in the landing. 

The two expedition members 
who were to be flown out from 
the Pole were New Zealander 
Peter Mulgrew and Englishman 
Dr. Griffith Pugh. 

The Scott Base report added 
that Fuchs had told Rear Adm. 
George Dufek, commander of 
the American Deep Freeze ex- 
pedition at the Pole, that he 
did not consider it necessary for 
a further flight to be made to 
pick up the dog team.

Delay Seen 
In Presenting 
Budget Draft 


The Government may have to 
postpone presentation of the 
¥1,312,131 million budget draft 
to the Diet from next Monday to 
Wednesday because of a delay 
in computing procedures. 


Finance Minister Hisato Ichi- 
mada told the Cabinet yesterday 
that final calculations were tak- 
ing longer than expected and it 
may not be possible to have 
printed copies of the budget 
draft ready by Monday, the 
scheduled date for policy speech- 
es by Prime Minister Nobusuke 
Kishi and Government leaders, 
He added that the budget draft 
ready on 
Wednesday, 


The delay would mean a post- 
ponement also of the policy 
speeches by Kishi, Foreign Min- 
ister Alichiro Fujiyama and 
Ichimada. 

The budget draft was already 
two days behind schedule when 
it was finalized by the Cabi- 
net last Monday, 


Yesterday, the Cabinet decid- 
ed to cancel the scheduled eco- 
nomic policy speech by Ichiro 
Kono, director of the Economic 
Planning Agency, because the 
contents overlapped with the 
other policy speeches. Kono 
also indicated he would rather 
not make the speech. 


Meanwhile, the Prime Minis- 
ter yesterday called on Libe- 
ral-Democratic leaders to con- 
solidate the conservative front 
in order to meet the challenges 
of the Diet session scheduled to 
reopen Saturday. 

Kishi returned to Tokyo yes- 
terday morning from a one-day 
visit to Hakone, Kanagawa Pre- 
fecture. 

The Prime Minister invited 
the four major leaders of the 
Liberal-Democratic Party—Vice 
President Bamboku Ohno, 
Executive Board Chairman E). 
saku Sato, Policy Board Chair- 
man Takeo Miki and Diet 
Policy Committee Chairman 
Isamu Murakami—and discussed 
the coming Diet session, 

Advisers to the ruling party

Japanese Government and 
private trading circles, in cor 
menting on the signing Mon- 
day of the Japan-Indonesian 
peace treaty, reparations pact 
and other documents concern 
ed, did not foresee any immedi 
ate improvement in trade be- 
tween the two countries result- 
ing from the normalization of 
relations. 

They said, however, that the 
groundwork for further devel- 
opment in economic relations 
has been laid with the reopen- 
ing of normal ties between the 
two countries. 

Ministry of International 
Trade anid Industry officials said 
the weak economic foundation 
of Indonesia and the current 
unstable political situation in 
that ‘country precluded any im- 
mediate large-scale expansion in 
trade. 

Private trading circles also 
said that much efforts on the 
part of both Japan and Indo- 
nesia in the future were neces- 
sary before trade between the 
two countries could be boosted 
substantially. 

Businessmen belieyed that 
Japan-Indonesia trade could be 
enlarged to an annual volume 
of some $200 million both ways 
if the economic foundation of 
Indonesia could be rebuilt in 
the future. 

MITI officials said that the ag- 
gravated foreign currency situa- 
tion in Indonesia would. prob- 
ably result in the trade volume 
between Japan and Indonesia 
this year being held down to 
some $30 million one way as 
compared with Japan’s exports 
of $76 million and imports of 
$91 million in 1956, 


They feared that normal ex- | 


port to Indonesia of textiles and 
other consumption goods would 
see a decline if those items 
were included among repara- 
tions commodities. 

As to the brighter side, MITI 
officiais said the Japan-Indone- 
sia trade would be normatizedy 
completely since Japanese trad- 
ing firms would be accord®d 
“indiscriminatory treatment” by 
Indonesia in the fields of entry, 
period of stay and marine trans- 
portation, 

They said that both countries 
will benefit mutually through 
economic cooperation in the fu- 
ture.

Perhe former GHQ, SCAP once 
thought eloud that trading firms 
were worse than useless be 
cause they were intermediary 
instruments of exploitation and 
that, therefore, they should be 
done away with. 

The economy of each country 
—especially that of Japan-—has 
its peculiarities, Yet an attempt 
was made to transplant Ameri- 
can ways on the Japanese eco 
nomy without an understanding 
of its peculiarities. How harm- 
ful this attempt has been to Ja- 
pan’s trade since is clear if we 
look at her present trade. 

It is a foregone e¢onclusion 
that Japan’s economic expansion 
is impossible without an expan- 
sion of her trade, It is equaily 
obvious that any export drive 
effort by Japan will collapse in 
total failure unless trading firms 
are strengthened and fostered.

it is imperatively necessary 
to bankers and industrialists 
of commercial firms — well- 
versed in the trends of the 
consumer and in buying and 
selling techniques—to take 
charge of commercial transac- 
tions. It is also beneficial to 
the national economy as a 
whole, 


Old ethics is another basis for 
the argument that trading firms 
are essentially people of bad 
character.

CHICAGO (Kyodo-UP)—Prest- 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower 
said Monday night he will per- 
sonally boss a prompt and effec- 
tive reorganization of the De- 
fense Department. 


The President fired the open- 
ing gun of this year’s Republi- 
can congressional campaign be- 
fore 5,408 Republicans gathered 
here for a nationally televised 
$100-a-plate dinner speech. 


The Precident told his fellow 

Republicans to fight Democrats 
for control of Congress this fall 
by standing “proudly and erect- 
iy” on the record of his Admin- 
istration, 
Eisenhower drew a rousing 
cheer when he said “a prompt 
and effective modernization of 
our Defense Department is nec- 
essary.” 

He then departed from his 
prepared text to add: “In this, 
l intend to participate person- 
ally until the job is done.” 

Presidential Press Secretary 
James C. Hagerty said he ex- 
pects the President to send to 
Congress soon his plans for 
reorganizing the Defense De- 
partment. 

Near the end of his speech, 
the President called on all Re- 
publicans to “tell all Amert- 


eans” about the GOP “dynamic 
program for the future.” He 
then departed from his text to 
build up this point, saying: 

“Frankly, this is what we 
should say to all Americans. 

“Don't pay any attention to 
the pessimists—those people 
who, for reagons of thelr own, 
contend that ‘America is fear- 
ful—-America is weak.’ 

“Let's throw back our should- 
ers and stand proudly and 
erectly. 

“Let's thrust out our chins 
and say: 

“America is strong and wil 
grow ever stronger as long as 
there is any danger of attack 
upon us and our allies. 

“America has never been 
afraid to sacrifice for the com- 
mon good, 

“America does not want war 
—it wants only peace—just and 
secure and lasting peace. 

“Our country wants all peo- 
ple to attain a better world for 
themselves and their children. 
America’s heart, her strength 
and her faith, are dedicated to 
this single overriding objective. 

“That's what I'd say.”

MOSCOW (AP) — The 
Soviet Union warned the 
nations of the Middle East 
Tuesday night that Ameri- 
can plans to establish nu- 
clear and rocket bases on 
their territory are a threat 
to their existence and “an 
insult to the religious feel- 


ings of the Moslem people.” 


The Soviet Foreign Ministry 
called a special news con- 
ference to denounce the Bagh- 
dad Pact prior to the scheduler 
opening of the Baghdad Pact 
conference in Ankara Monday. 


Foreign Ministry spokesman 
Leonid Lyichev took the oec- 
casion also to warn the United 
States and other members~ of 
the Baghdad Pact that they 
would have to “take’full re- 
sponsibility for all conse 
quences” of their policies jn the 
Middle. East. 


He singled out Turkey for 
taking “an especially aggressive 
stand”. against the Soviet Union 
at the recent NATO conference 
in Paris,

Government,” the statement 
said, 


It was one of the most criti- 
cal declarations since Premier 
Nikolai Bulganin’s two recent 
rounds of summit letters to the 
West. Tass customarily speaks 
for the Government in such 
statements.

Recently the State Depart 
ment sent J. Gordon Meir, direc-

The signature of peace and reparations treaties, and 
related documents, in Jakarta on Monday should open a 
new chapter in the relations between Japan and Indonesia 
which will prove to be of benefit, we hope, to both nations, 
Their early ratification is desirable so that practical meas- 
ures muy bé taken to implement the economic cooperation 


that is envisaged therein.

in the form of goods and services of which $20 million 
will be provided annually for the first 11 years, after 
which the balance will be settled. 

Japan has further canceled ah Indonesian trade debt 
of $176,913,058 and agreed to advance commercial loans and 


investments totalling $400 million. 


These funds will be 


supplied on a longterm basis by both the Japanese Gov- 
ernment and private firms to help Indonesia’s economic 


development. 


Provided that Indonesia's political develop- 


ment prodeeds in a peaceful and satisfactory manner this 
assistance should not only prove a potent factor in Indo- 
nesian commercial and industrial development but should 
bring valuable economic returns in due course to this 


eountry, 


The peace treaty stipulates, in fact, the desire of both 
countries to strengthen economic relations between them 
in aécordance with the spirit of the decisions made at the 
Afro-Asian conference held at Bandung in April 1955, and 
it specifically provides for entry into negotiations for the 
conclusion of treaties or agreements “at the earliest prac- 
ticable date” to place trading, maritime, aviation and other 
economic relations on a stable and friendly basis. The nego- 
tiations thus foreshadowed should not be delayed, for we 
see a certain amount of urgency in the placing of economic 
matters between the two countries on a sound basis. 


A good deal has beer spoken and written on the sub- 
ject of the political difficulties of Indonesia but it seems 
clear that a large part of these are due to underlying eco- 


nomic meladjustments. 


It is a reasonable hope that eco-

Salmon in the North Pacific 


Many Points of Dispute Revolve Around USSR-Japan Fishery Talks 


The Japan-Soviet negotiations 
for conservation of salmon and 
other fisherv resources in the 
Northwest Pacific, which were 
started in Moscow on Jan. 13, 
entered the essential phase 
Saturday, the procedural mat- 
ters having been finished by 
then, 

The delegates are expected to 
reach a mutual agreement on 
the amount of catch and the 
manner of fishing operations, 
pursuant to the provisions of 
the Japan-Soviet fishery treaty. 

The parley isthe second 
meeting of the- Japan-Soviet 
fishery commission for imple 
mentation of the treaty, the 
first one having been held in 
Tokyo last year. 

Japan has a vital stake In 
the negotiations, as the haul 
from the North Pacific, besides 
being a source of food for the 
nation, can be also processed 
for export to fill the crying 
need for foreign currency in 
Japan, 
he crucial topics in the 
negotiations are expected to be 
(1) the amount of total catch, 
(2) possible restrictions on the 
fishing operations in the Sea 
of Okhotsk and: (3) conserva 
tion of the red salmon stock. 

Haul Varies Yearly 

Salmon, zoologically’ called 
oncorhynchus, is a collective 
name for various kinds of fish, 
among which red salmon, dog 
salmon, silver salmon, king 
salmon and pink salmon come 
under the purview of the 
treaty. 

The amount of haul naturally 
varies year to year but it may 
roughly be said that about one- 
third each of the total Japa- 
nese catch is accounted for 
by red salmon, dog salmon and 
pink salmon. Dog salmon, when 
canned, is also known as chum 
salmon, while in Japan pink sal- 
mon is usually called “masu,” 
the same word for trout which 
is, of course, an entirely differ- 
ent fish, 
varieties is very small. ° 

Salmon, when they grow up, 
enter rivers from the sea some 
time between September and 
January. They travel upstream 
at a speed of about 8.5 miles 
a day and dig, holes with their 
tail fin to spawn. Ichthyolog- 
ists savy saimon are strictly 
monogamous. 


The life history of salmon, 
which ends thus in fresh water, 
ranges from two years for pink 
salmon to five or six vears for 
red salmon, When the adult 
salmon approach the land, they 
can be easily caught. In the 
case of pink salmon, the stock 
is renewed every two years so 
that there is a cycle of alternat- 
ing good and bad fishing years. 

The percentage in the total 
catch of pink salmon being con- 
siderably high as explained 
above, a good vear for pink sal- 
mon is called a good salmon fish- 
ing year. This year and other 
even-number years fall on the 
lean phase of the cycle. 

Catch Limit Set 

The total catch for last year 
was set at 120,000 tons. Though 
this year is a so-called bad fish- 
ing year, Japan wants to in- 
crease the total catch fo 
145,000 tons, because the en- 
largement of the quota to this 
level is believed harmiess for 
salmon conservation. 

The ceiling was fixed low last 
year, because of the Russian in- 
sistence upon the Kono-Ishkov 
agreement on the fishing quota. 
When the fishing treaty was 
concluded in 1956, the then, Min- 
ister of Agriculture and Fores- 
try Ichiro Kono and Soviet Fish- 
ery Minister Alexander Ishkov 
reached an understanding that 
the quota for Japan should be 
80,000 tons in a bad year and 
100,000 tons in a good year. 

Japan accepted the figures as 
a tentative agreement valid 
only under the then prevailing 
fishing conditions. “But the 
Russians regarded the figures

Asahi Shimbun hailed the 
signing in Jakarta Jan. 20 of the 
Japan-Indonesia pea treaty, 
the reparations payment agree- 
ment and other related docu- 
ments as marking the first step 
taken toward a brighter future 
for Asia.

The 
paper further recommended that 
it would be advisabje for Indo- 
nesia to make efforts to develop 
small and medium. enterprises 
with Japan's reparations pay- 
ment, Indonesia is called on to 
study Burma’s shift in policy 
from the heavy industry to 
small enterprises in its construc- 
tion program with Japan’s rep- 
arations payment. 


Mainichi Shimbun said Prime 
Minister Nobusuke Kishi's deci- 
sion to avert the dissolution of 
the present House of Rep- 
resentatives at present will 
not help to stabilize the politi- 
cal situation.

adversely affect the nation’s 
economy. The paper said that 
Prime Minister Kishi was over- 
whelmed by opposition of in- 
fluential Liberal-Democrats to 
the disbanding of the House in 
January. In other words, Kishi 
failed to exercise his own judg- 
ment, the paper regretted. The 
intra-party strife over the 
House dissolution issue will be- 
come worse and the result will 
be that Prime Minister Kishi's 
prestige will be greatly im- 
paired, the paper said. 


Yomiuri Shimbun said the 
Okinawa situation has become 
“delicate” following the Naha 
mayoralty election which ended 
In the defeat of the U.S.backed 
candidate. By electing Leftist 
Saichi Kaneshi, Naha citizens 
have shown their disapproval of 
the U.S. High Commissioner's 
action in ousting former mayor 
Kamejiro Senaga. The paper 
quoted defeated candidate Ta- 
tsuo Taira as having said that 
he had learned how deep-rooted 
is the people’s anger at the sta- 
tutory revision which enabled 
the municipal assembly ta oust 
Senaga. Taira is said to have 
called for U.S. reconsideration 
of its action. It may sound 
strange that the U.S.-backed can- 
didate asked for the U.S. recon- 
sideration. However, this indi- 
cates that the situation on the 
island is complicated and deli- 
cate, the paper said. In order 
to break through the present 
stalemate, there will be no alter- 
native but to return to. Japan 
the island and the Bonin is- 
lands as well, the paper said, 


Nihon Keizai Shimbun, in its 
comment on the signing of the 
Japan-Indonesia peace treaty, 
the reparations agreement and 
other related documents, called 
on the Japanese people to re- 
new their determination to bear 
the burden of paying heavy re- 
parations, The paper said the 
signing would pave the way for 
the opening of normal diploma- 
tic relations between the two 
countries. Japan and Indonesia 
are in a position to cooperate in 
the economic field to their mu- 
tual benefit, the paper stressed. 
In natural resources Indonesia 
is rich while Japan is poor, But 
Japan as an industrially develop- 
ed nation could use Indonesia’s 
resources to benefit the two 
countries. 


Sankei-Jiji urged the Govern- 
ment to do something about the 
domestic depression, This com- 
ment was made with reference 
to U.S. President Dwight D. Ei- 
senhower's economic message to 
Congress.

Controversial Issues 

The Russians have indicated 
the desire to keep the Japanese 
40 nautical miles away from 
the coastline on the ground that 
egg-bearing salmon must be 
protected. Japan believes that 
restrictions of fishing activities 
near the mouth of rivers are 
sufficient for the purpose, 

Another point of dispute is 
the Japanese operation in ‘the 
Sea of Okhotsk. This part’ of 
the Northwest Pacific is sur- 
rounded by the Kuriles, Sakha- 
din and Siberia. As a result of 
the cession of Sakhalin and the 
Kuriles after the war, Russia re- 
gards the sea as a sort of in- 
land sea of her own and wants 
to keep Japan out of it. But 
this Russian ylew is utterly un- 
acceptable to Japan. 

Last year, a compromise was 
reached by reducing the number 
of salmon fishing fleets to two 
from the preceding year's five 
and also by setting the quoia 
for these fleets at 13,000 tons. 
Japan is determined to maintain 
at least the present scope of 
operation. 

Conservation Measures 

There js still another Russian 
demand for restrictions on Ja- 
pan. That is the proposal for 
special conservation measures 
for red salmon, which is the 
most delicious and consequently 
the most valuable among the 
above-mentioned varieties of 
salmon. 

It is true that some conserva- 


tion measures are hecessary, be- 
cause red salmon have a life 
span of five to six years. While 
tneir commercial value is high, 
a good year for red salmon fish- 
ing comes around only once in 
five or six years. And they can 
spawn only in a river, which 
has a lake upstream. 


But, Japan is vitally concern- 
ed about the method of con- 
servation. Japanese fleets are 
pow using gill nets for salmon 
fehing and such nets are not 
selective. Red salmon are 
caught among the haul. 


Last year, Japan agreed to 
wind up fishing operations on 
tne east side of the Kamchatka 
Peninsula by July 20 to protect 
young stock of red salmon. It 
seems that only this kind of 
restrictions is acceptable techni- 
caliy. And the Japanese experts 
do not believe that there is an 
immediate need to adopt a 
strict conservation measure. 


Fear Complications 


If Japan accedes to the Rus- 
rian demand, it is quite possible 
that the United States will raise 
a similar dernand jin the Japan 
U.S-Canadae fishery commission. 
Loaded with so many difficult 
problems, the fishery talks may 
see rough sledding and be- 
come a protracted affair, What 
is most feared is possible com- 
plications that might arise from 
mixing politics, 

It is feared that the Russians 
might bring in the discussion 
of a pending Japanese request 
for an agreement to assure safe 
fishing near the southern 
Kuriles for cod and tangle. This 
latter issue is a touchy one, be- 


cause of the Japanese territorial . 


Claims over Habomai and Shi- 
kotan islands, as well as Eto 
rofu. and Kunashirl in the 
southern Kuriles. The status

The President’s Military Policy 


Measured in money, the Pres- 
ident’s program does not reg- 
ister a conviction on his part 
that there is a ctisis in our 
affairs calling for extraordinary 
measures. Budgets are compli- 
cated affairs and are not easy 
to interpret. But the Pres- 
ident’s budget message gives 
some figures which are enlight- 
ening and which provide a 
significant measure of the Pres- 
ident’s response to the post- 
sputnik situation. 

The figures are for “total gov- 
ernment expenditures (1) for 
all procurement to equip our 
forees and those of our allies 
with weapons, ships, planes and 
missiles, (2) for atomic energy, 
and (3) for all scientific re- 
search and education.” The 
figures that is to say, measure 
weapons, and scientific re- 
search and training for- men 
to invent and to perfect the 
weapons. The figures do not 
measure military expenditures, 
for pay, for housing and®con- 
struction, for food, clothing re- 
creation, medical care, etc. The 
figures register the specific re- 
sponse of the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration to the present 
phase of the race of armaments. 

The over-all figures for 1957, 
for the fiscal year which ended 
June 30 of last summer, were 
$20,500 million. For the current 
fiscal year, 1958, which will end 
on June 30 of the coming sum- 
mer, the figures will be appro- 
ximately $21,100 million. For 
the fiscal year 1959, which be- 
gins next July 1, the figures 
will be about $21,600 million. In 
short, the total increase for 
weapons and research will be 
just a little more than $1,000 
million next year as compared 
with the pre-sputnik year 1957,

The section of the message 
which gives these figures is en- 
titled “Changes in Emphasis.” 
These words define exactly the 
President's basic policy. 

The total effort for military 


Weapons is not to be much 
greater. But the extra money 
which is to be spent for missiles 
and related things is to be 
drawn mainly, except for $1,- 
100 million, from a cut-back in 
the “older types of weapons 
and equipment.” 

What fs the explanation, we 
May ask, for the disparity be- 
tween what the President is 
asking of the country and what 
following the Gaither and 
Rockefeller reports the country 
is expected to be asked'for? The 
root of the matter is, I venture 
to think, aq difference in mili- 
tary doctrine. 

The President's budget rests 
on the proposition that if there 
is an over-all balance of power 
in the strategic weapons, there 
is not likely to be a big total 
war, or even a big Hmited and 
localized war. For that reason 
we have in this budget the 
“changes in emphasis” which 
are concentrated upon the big 
Strategic deterrents at the ex- 
pense of the older and more 
conventional weapons. Now the 
amount of money that can be 
spent effectively and rapidly 
upon these experimental and 
untested weapons is not ener- 
mously great, and while the 
President's estimates may be 
somewhat less than could be 
spent, they are not radically 
wren * * * 

The Government could spend 
a great deal more on military 
defense if it accepted two ideas. 
On the one hand, it could spend 
more if the President believed 
it desirable to build up rapidly 
the older services in readiness 
for “limited wars” and if, on 
the other hand, he accepted the 
idea of a large program of 
shelters against radiation for 
the civilian population, It is 
here, I think, on these two 
points, that the President has 
diverged from the more or less 
expert groups who are advocat- 


ing considerably larger military 
budgets, 

The crucial question im this 
difference of opinion is whether 
and to what extent, a strategic 
balance of power is deterrent, 
I myself believe that this ques- 
tion cannot be answered cate- 
gorically and by the mere at- 
tempt to measure fire power. 
The only answer possible is to 
say that strategic deterrence 
will work if but only if it is 
accompanied by a diplomacy of 
accommodation which is based 
upon a recognition of the reali- 
ties of the balance of power,

AD Chiang Assesses USSR 


Soviets Not Strong Yet for War 


By PIERRE J. HUSS 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
(INS)—President Chiang Kalk 
shek of Nationalist China ts of 
the opinion that the Soviet 
Union will not be strong enough 
in the next two to three years 
to launch a world war. 


He is equally certain that So- 
viet Russia would face destruc- 
tion if it miscalculated the 
strength of the Free World and 
touch off a global conflict. 

The gist of the Chiang Kal- 
shek statement, issued during 
New Year’s week, was made 
available in translation to this 
column by K. W. Yu, Chinese 
consul general in New York. Im- 
portant though this~ statement 
was in its survey of the current 
critical international situation, 
it was virtually unnoticed out- 
side Taiwan, 

Hence the most striking part 
is presented here, After calling 
on Chinese Communist soldiers 
on the mainland to join the anti- 
Communist underground, Chiang 
Kai-shek stated: 

“A year ago, I said 1957 wouid 
mark a turning point in the 
world’s struggle against com- 
munism, Events have proved 
that the 800 million people shut 
behind the Iron Curtain from 
HMastern Europe to the Asian 
continent are in ferment against 
their Communist dictators. This 
has been especially true on the 
Chinese mainland, where since 
last spring and against a back- 
ground of economic and social 
chaos and ideological bank- 
ruptcy, the people have demon- 
strated their detestation of the 
Communist regime by staging 
numerous revolts. These facts 
alone are enough to indicate the 
growing strength of the = anti- 
Communist revolutionary move- 
ment. The Iron Curtain is 
cracking. 

“It was under these circum- 
Stances that the Russian Com- 
munists first claimed success in 
developing intercontinental bal- 
listic missiles and later launch- 
ed two earth satellites. They 
intimidate the 
Free World and to suppress in- 
ternal umrest by a show of 
technological achievement and 
military might hoping thereby 
to avert an impending § col- 
lapse. 

“In fighting the enemy, we 
must know all about him and 
also about ourselves. Although 
Russia is moving toward its 
economic, social and ideological 
collapse, there is no denying 
the fact that in the past year 
she was able to achieve some 
scientific and technological ad- 
vance and augment her mili- 
tary power. Russia today has 
attained not only the scientific 
level as Germany did in the 
days of Hitler; she has added 
the land, manpower and mate- 
rial resources of China to her 
war machine. 

“Through ruthlessness and 
treachery, Nikita Khrushchev 
has not only made himself Sta-

lin the second, but has actual- 
ly surpassed Hitler in his dis- 
dain for the non-Communist 
world. He is, in fact, Hitler 
and Stalin rolled into one, In 
his view—from the standpoint 
of time, space, morale and ma- 
terlals—this is the moment 
for Russia to start its all-out 
offensive to conquer the world. 
If he should miss this oppor- 
tunity, he thinks he would lose 
the Communist world revolu- 
tion. The crisis facing the

world today, therefore, is more 
serious than at anytime since 
World War HU, - 


“But neither the international 
situation nor the ‘relative 
strength of Russia and the 
United States has been changed 
since the Russian sputniks. On 
the contrary, the Western na- 
tions —including the United 
States and Britain—have dis- 
played a greater unity as a 
result of the launchings of the 
earth satellites. Their common 
determination to resist com- 
munism has become all the 
firmer. 

“However bent Khrushchey 
may be on war, an objective ex- 
amination of recent events leads 
to the conclusion that Russia 
still lacks the capability and 
the courage to start a world 
war at least in the next two 
or three years. 

“Russia will accelerate its tac- 
tices and infiltration or subver- 
sion against free nations and 
keep on initiating various forms 
of local wars of aggression. This 
is because as yet it still cannot 
mass-produce ICBMs nor can it 
build up a big: enough stockpile 
to wipe out its enemies in one 
stroke for world conquest. On 
the contrary, Russia and its sa- 
tellites are completely sur- 
rounded by the armed forces of 
the free nations and can 
smashed at any moment, H 
Khrushehey should start a 
war in the next two years, he 
would be hastening his own de- 
struction. That is why he can 
only use sputniks and the threat 
of an allout war to terrorize 
the Free World. 

“But no matter what Russia 
will or will not do, I believe 
1958 is going to be a year of 
decision for the fate of the 
world. This does not necessar- 
ily mean that a major global 
war will break out but that the 
future of mankind. will be de- 
cided in the current year.”
